We should have all gone mad could we 
have adequately comprehended the full 
sum of the woes of this war. President 
Lincoln, ss we hsve been told, after the 
battle of the Wilderness had been raging 
some days, betook himself with s friend to 
the Opera, exclaiming "The people will 
wonder if they bear of it, but tbe truth is, 
I must have a change of some sort, or die." 
Complete serenity is tbe attribute of Om- 
niscience alone, who is conscious of a per- 
fect plan, and who sees tbe end from the be- 
ginning. But even tbe wisest here cannot 
combine composure with the knowledge, 
imagination, and sensibility which mark 
the truly good and great. Faith, indeed, 
may do much to sustain them. They may 
find some solace in tbe trust that there is 
an angel in tbe fire — a blessing descending 
in the smoke of tbe sacrifice; a tranquil 
Providence sitting upon tbe highest circle 
of tbe darkened heavens, and a harvest of 
compensating good, sown in the blood- 
steeped furrow of tbe trembling earth. Re- 
ligion and reason, the instincts bestowed 
by faith and tbe lessons learned of history, 
all enforce tbe belief that tbe world is as

I pre- 
served bis letter for a long time; I wish 1 
had it now; I should rejoice in its posses- 
sion; I would work hard to obtain tbe 
means to frame it in gold. Tbe sum ol it 
was this: He condoled with me and my 
wife in our misfortune, and assured us that 
no matter what business he might be en- 
gaged in, he would come, and that he was 
truly sorry that I had supposed that he 
would take part iu the proecution of the son 
of a friend of his. I had offered him a 
fee, and in that letter he also said he knew 
of no act in his life that would Justify me 
in supposing that he would take money 
from me or any dear friend for assisting in 
tbe defence of the life of a child. 
B"I give this as a proof of his friendship, 
and that friendship has been cherished by 
me through all mutations of life. In politics 
we have ever been opposed, but 1 thank 
God, to-day, that he always was my friend, 
and that I cannot refer to any ill-natured 
remark or;reflection upon Abraham Lincoln 
that ever I made. I have frequently criti- 
cised his political seutiments, but I have

We Hare Enough of Them. 

From the Kaleigh Daily Progress, April ».] 

We learn that petitions are being circu- 
lated, in certain quarters, inviting Governor 
Vance and his Legislature to return to Ra- 
leigh and assume their functions, and again 
extend to us their protection (.*). Well, gen- 
tlemen may go on "with their petititious, 
but we protest against any more of Vance 
and his Legislature, for, but for them and 
their vacilating policy, peace could have 
been obtained loug ago, and North Carolina 
would have been saved the desolation and 
ruin caused by the presence of large armies. 
We appeal to Andrew Johnson, now Presi- 
dent of the United States, to save his native 
State from such a tyranny; and we appeal 
to all military and civil authorities of tbe 
Government to give us protection and a 
military government, until the people of 
tbe State can assemble at the polls, and, 
without fear or menace, elect a Governor, 
Legislature and members of Congress. 
Governor Vance having fled and abandon- 
ed his office, he has no more right to ask to 
be reinstated than our members of the Rich- 
mond Congress have to ask to be admitted 
at Washington. 

Now that the rebellion is crushed, we 
want to be entirely free, not only from the 
Richmond usurpers, but from Vance and 
the toadies and hangers on, who have 
helped him play the petty tyrant over the 
people of North Carolina, for the last two 
years. But recently, during the last ses- 
sion of the Legislature, in January, Vance 
said to a number of peace men, who called 
to urge him to go for a convention, and for 
peace, that he bad rather live under the 
King of Dahomy, and eat fried negro ba- 
bies for breakfast every morning, than to 
live again under tbe same government with 
the people of tbe North. And is it such a 
man that the civil and military officers of 
the government will look to to assist in re- 
establishing tbe national authority in 
North Carolina? We hope not. That those 
who have shared with him the patronage, 
spoils and corruptions of office should seek 
to have him re-called from that rural re- 
treat to which his cowardly flight led him. 
is not at all strange, for their bread ami 
butter, as well as political influence, de- 
pend upon keeping secessionists and the 
enemies of the Government in office; but 
that tbe National authorities will for a mo- 
ment think of inflicting such punishment, 
humiliation and disgrace upon the loyal 
people of the State, we can not believe. 

What the people of North Carolina want 
is a military government and the protection 
of Federal arms until they can elect State 
officers, a Governor, a Legislature, and 
members to Congress, of unmistakable de- 
votion to the Union. Give them Mr. Stan- 
ly, any army officer who is competent, or 
auyhody else but Vance, and they will not 
murmur; but any attempt to reinstate him 
and the corrupt pack of hungry cormorants 
that have hung at his heels, will cause 
much dissatisfaction, and make our people 
leel that, although more devoted to the 
Union than those of any other Southern 
State, they have been singled out for spe- 
cial persecution. 

As the best evidence that could be given 
that Vance is not the man to restore har- 
mony and brotherly love between the Gen- 
eial Government aud North Carolina, it is 
only necessary to say that all the promi- 
nent secessionists, (including Davis' late 
Judge of "Star Chamber," whose name is 
to the petition to recall Vance and his Le- 
gislature.) here and throughout the State, 
are pleading in his behalf. He has been 
the obedient instrument of the oligarchs, 
and, if permitted to retain the Executive 
chair, it will not be twelve mouths before 
secession and rebellion will again rear their 
heads in North Carolina, and men, as in 
1860, '61, will be again tarred and feathered 
on account of their political sentiments. 

We have spoken boldly, freely, and truth- 
fully, and now we leave tbe matter to the 
civil and military authorities of the Gov- 
ernment to do as to them seems right and 
proper.

Milton, 
of Florida, committed suicide at his resi- 
dence, a few miles from Marianna. The 
report was subsequently confirmed by a 
refugee directly from that place." 

[Gov. John Milton, some twenty years 
since, was a gay and dashing young law- 
yer of considerable practice at the Dar of 
New Orleans. He had to llee the city in 
consequence of a difficulty with a young 
gentleman, arising out of an affair in which 
there was a lady. A short time previous to 
bis advent here the late Governor killed 
a gentleman by the name of Kemp, at Co- 
lumbus, Ga., tiring a load of buck shot into 
him whilst he was crossing the street, anil 
another load after he had fallen to the 
ground. After leaving this city, Milton 
returned to Florida, became a preacher, 
but the vocation not suiting him, he turned 
politican and succeeded in being elected 
Governor of the State.] 

Nanus kor Fancy Drinks. — Many peo- 
ple think that the peculiar fancy names 
which were in vogue for drinks a few 
years since were paticularly our invention. 
But long before the days of Whiskey -skins, 
Stone-fences, and Eye-openers, there were 
such names for drinks of the middle ages.

An Act to extend tbe time for the comple- 
tion of certain railroads to which land 
grants have been made in the Status of 
Michigan and Wisconsin. 
Be. it enacted by (he Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of A mer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That there be, 
and hereby is, granted to the State of Mich- 
igan, for the purpose of aiding in the cou- 
structiQPtpf a railroad from Marquette, ou 
Lak* Smteripr, to the Wisconsin Statf- Hue, 
at or Bear the mouth of the MenonVmee 
river, fbr ths benefit and use of tbe Cbjoago 
anfl Northwestern ICaUway Company, a 
corporation of the States ol Michigan, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and from Marquette 
to Ontonagon, for the use and benefit 
of the Marquette and Ontonagon Rail- 
road Company, a corporation of the 
State ol Michigan, and far twenty 
miles westerly from Marquette of the 
Bay de Noquet and Marquette railroad, for 
the benefit and use of tbe Bay de Noquet 
aud Marquette Railroad Company, four 
additional alternate sections of land, per 
mile, to that already granted by act of Con- 
gress approved June third, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and fifty-six, and joint resolution 
supplementary thereto, to be selected upon 
the same conditions, restrictions, and limi- 
tations as are contained in tbe act of Con- 
gress entitled "An set making a grant of 
lands to the State or Michigan, fn alternate 
sections, to aid in the construction of rail- 
roads in said State," approved June third, 
eighteen hundred and filly-six : Provided, 
That the land to be so located by either of 
said roads shall be selected from the alter- 

vritfii^Vwemy^mUes of Se line of*sa7d 
road. 

Sec. 2. ^4nd be it further-enacted, That 
the lands granted by said act of Congress 
and by this act shall be disposed of only in 
tbe following manner, that it Is to say: 
When the Governor of the State of Michi- 
gan shall certify to the Secretary of the In- 
terior that any "ten consecutive miles, upon 
ihe route of either of said roads, is com- 
pleted in a good and substantial man- 
ner, as a first-class railroad, then the 
Secretary of the Interior shall cause a cer- 
tificate or certificates to issue to the said 
State for one hundred sections of land, for 
the benefit and use of snch company, and 
so from 1 inie to time for each completed 
section of ten miles of either of said roads, 
one hundred sections of laud, until the 
whole shall be completed; P rov ide d, That 
none of the additional lands granted by this 
act for that portion of the Marquette and 
Ontonagon railroad now completed shall be 
certified to the State of Michigan by the 
terms hereof until the said railroad shall be 
completed from a point twenty miles west 
of Marquette to Outonagon, and that none 
of the additional lands granted by this act 
for that portion of the railroad from Mar- 
quette to the Wisconsin Slate line at or near 
the mouth of tbe Menomonee river, now 
completed, shall be so certified uulil the 
said railroad shall be completed from Bay 
de Noquet to the said Wisconsin Stale line 
at or near the mouth of Menomonee river, 
as aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That 
the time limited for the completion of the 
road from Marquette to the Wisconsin 
State line, at or near the mouth of the 
Menouomee river, be, and the same is here- 
by, extended for tbe term of five years, 
from and after tbe third day of June, A. D. 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That 
no lands to be set apart for the road from 
Marquette to Bay de Noquet, and trom 
Marquette to Ontonagon, shall be selected 
and certified east of that portion of the 
range line dividing ranges twenty -six and 
twenty-seven, that to, south of the town- 
ship line between townships forty-seven 
and forty-eight, nor south ot that portion of 
the township line dividing lownships forty- 
seven and forty -eight, that lies east of the 
dividing range line above named; and that 
no lands to be set apart for the road from 
Marquette, on Lake Superior, to the Wis- 
consin State line, at or near tbe mouth of 
the Menonomee river, shall be selected aud 
certified west of that portion of tbe range 
line dividing ranges twenty-six and twen- 
ty-seven, north ot the township line divid- 
ing townships forty-two and forty-three, 
nor north of the township line 
dividing townships forty-seven and forty- 
eight; and that, for the purpose 
of making up any deficiency of lands to 
which the line of road from "Marquette to 
Bay de Noquet may be entitled to make its 
grant equal to ten sections to the mile, tbe 
same shall be certified ou the route from 
Marquette to Ontonagou, within twenty 
miles of the line of said road, and east of 
the range line dividing ranges thirty-one 
and tbirty-two, and iu accordance with the 
provisions hereinbefore contained. And 
that, whenever the Governor of the State 
of Michigan shall certify to the Secretary 
of the Interior that twenty consecutive 
miles of the line of road from Marquette 
to Bay de Noquet has been completed in a 
good and substantial manner, as a first 
class railroad, the Secretary of the Interior 
shall cause to be issued to said State of 
Michigan, for the use and benefit of the 
Bay de Noquet and Marquette Railroad 
Company, assignee of the (State of Michi- 
gan, a certificate or certificates for two hun- 
dred sections of land, to be selected and 
located from tbe sections designated by 
odd numbers, on the line from Marquette 
to Ontonagon, and within twenty miles of 
said line. 

Sue. 5. And be it further tmaeted, That 
the time for the completion of the railroad 
from Fond Du Lac, on Lake Winnelmgo, to 
the Wisconsin State line, at or near the 
mouth of the Menomonee river, shall be, 
and hereby is, extended for the period of five 
years from aud aftei the third day of June, 
one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five; 
and that any and all grants of land to said 
road shall continue and remain in full force 
and effect. 

Sue. 6. And be it furt/ier enacted, That 
each of said companies shall grade, in a good 
and substantial manner, ready for the ties, 
twenty miles of its road within two years, 
and twenty miles additional thereof in each 
year thereafter: Provided, That if said 
companies, or either of them, shall neglect 
or fail to do so, or to complete its road with- 
in the time herein specified, the land grant-

Ilostou Corbett, President Lincoln's 
Avenger. 

We have before us the photopraph of Bos- 
ton Corbett, the man who shot Booth. He 
is an Englishman about 2b' years of age aud 
Sergeant in Company L of the 16th New 
York Cavalry. He went out at tbe com- 
mencement of tbe war as a private of the 
12th New York State Militia, Col. Butter- 
lield. and has been iu active service ever 
since. About eight months ago he was 
captured by the rebel guerrilla Mosby 
while out on a scouting expedition, all his 
party having been killed or escaped. He 
held the entire rebel «ang. about 26 in 
number, at bay for some lime, and only 
surrendered when his a munition was ex- 
hausted. For his bravery in this affair he 
was promoted to be Sergeant, but only re- 
turned to tbe Union lines to assume tbe 
title after a five months, imprisonment at 
Andersonville. While there he frequently 
held prayer meetings, and exhorted his dy- 
ing companions, being an active and sincere 
member of tbe Attorney-st. P. M. Church 
of this city. He only lately rejoined his 
regiment, and had scarcely recovered from 
a chronic diarhoea and scurvy contracted 
at the South, wheu be was appointed one of 
28 tried men to perform the duty he so suc- 
cessfully accomplished. His face to intelli- 
gent, and bears the impress of a high-toned 
Christian patrio tism.— [N. Y. Tribune.

GEO. D. PRENTICE AND THE ASSAS- 
SIN * Tit) N OF PRESIDENT LIN- 
COLN. 

The National Republican of Washington 
aays : 

It may be recollected that when George 
D. Prentice, of the Louisville Journal re- 
turned from his visit to Richmond last 
winter, he stated in his paper that the reb- 
els had concocted a plot which would star- 
tle the world, aud which he was not at lib- 
erty to divulge. Perhaps be will now ex- 
plain what was meant by that statement. 

In reply, the senior editor of the Journal 
aays : 

The National Republican mistakes us 
very much. We did not eay, on our return 
from Richmond, that the rebels bad con-

(many weeks after our return from Rich- 
mond,) that he knew that tbe Confederates 
contemplated a movement [we didn't say a 
•'plot") that would startle the nation. He 
said that he had no right to Bay anything 
further about it. Of course our partner 
could tell us nothing in regard to it, for he 
knew nothing. So we simply stated (what 
we thought might be interesting to our 
country, and possibly for its good) luat the 
rebels were contemplating something that 
would amaze the country. 

The idea that tbe rebels were contempla- 
ting the assassination of tbe President and 
bis Cabinet never entered our thoughts. We 
would have given a thousand lives like ours 
to save Mr. Lincoln's. He rendered us more 
personal favors than all other Presidents 
ever did, aud certainly more than others 
ever will. 

No one who knows Geo. D. Prentice could 
for one moment believe he had the slight- 
est knowledge of the horrid and hellish 
plot of Jeff.

ATTORNEY GF.KEKAL HPELD'S 
OPINION UPON THE PAROLED 
REBELS I MH U THE TEHMS OF 
CAPITULATION. 

\Ve published in the Press of May 2d, the 
opinion of Attorney General Speed, with 
the reasons on which it is founded, in rela- 
tion to paroled lebels, surrendered under 
the terms ol Lee's capitulation to General 
Grant. As a companion piece to that able 
opinion, we publish to-day, tbe statute of 
Kentucky, which is still more sweeping 
than the opinion of the Attorney General

the Confederate Slates or Provisional Gov- 
ernment, shall continue; in such service 
after this act takes effect, or shall take up 
or continue in e.rms against the military 
forces of the United States or State of Ken- 
tucky, or shall give voluntary aid and as- 
sistance b> those in arms against said forces,

Tnis act was passed on the Uth of March, 
hW, over Beriah Magoffin's veto. It gave 
the deluded seekers alter "rights" thirty 
days to recover their position as citizens of 
Kentucky, and from the expiration of that 
time the doors of Kentucky citizenship 
were closed effectually against them. Nu- 
merous efforts have been made to unbar 
the door, but all have failed. 

RECONSTRUCTION IN MISSISSIPPI 

Judge Burwell, a prominent citizen of 
Mississippi, has issued an address to the 
people of that State, proposing that a con- 
vention, composed of representatives from 
all parts of the State, be held at Yicksburg 
on the first Monday in June, for th« pur _ 
pose of initiating measures to reorganize 
tbe Stategoverninent.and to place it in prop- 
er relations with the Federal Government. 
He urges that the sooner the people take 
steps in this direction, and manifest a pur- 
pose to return to their allegiance to the Gen- 
eral Government, the sooner will order and 
fluiet be restored, and the less the people 
will suffer from militarv rule. He says- 
"I trust that the people of Mississippi will 
ad promptly in this important matter. 
Hold meetings and elections In every ooun- 
ty; appoint good and true men to represent 
you, and re-establish your State Govern- 
ment uuder, and in harmony wiih the laws 
of the United States. Friends will 
by tbe million to sustain you." 

Judge Burwell's suggestion for a co 
tion meets with the entire approval of Gen 
Dana, commander of the Department. T 
Vicksburg Herald and the Natchez Co 
both favor the proposed convention.

Clash between the Civil and Mili- 
takt Authorities. — Yesterday when the 
came of Jim Tuompson was called in tbe 
Circuit Court the jailor informed the Judge 
that the prisoner had be*>n demanded and 
taken by the military authorities. The 
facta in the case are these: Thompson, who 
is a negro, and a member of the 123d col- 
ored infantry, killed a white man. He 
was arrested oy Col. Hammond and turned 
over to the civil authorities. At the last 
term of jthe Court he was tried and found 
guilty, but before he was sentenced J udge 
Muir granted him a new trial. It has been 
represented to the military authorities that 
through some chicanery Thompson would 
not be dealt with as tbe nature of the 
therefore an order was 
General Palmer's head 
quarters on Provost Marshal General 
CoL Dill, for the prisoner and papers, iu 
order to have Thompson tried before a mil- 
itary commission in accordance with an act 
of Congress, approved March 23, 1S64. A 
squad of men under a captain were dis- 
patched to execute the order. Jailor 
Thomas delivered up the prisoner, but 
Judge Muir said he would perish before he 
would deliver up the papers. Thus the 
matter stands at present. vYe understand 
that the civil authorities will refer the 
whole matter through <ien. Palmer to the 
War Department. 

From all we could learn in the case, we 
teel sure that the militarv order was based 
upon the best motives; that the prisoner 
should be punished as the case demanded.

Obsequies at Springfield. 

Springfield, III., May 4.— Large num- 
bers have continued to visit the former res- 
idence of the late President. It is hung 
with mourning without and tastefully dec- 
orated within. Large delegations from ad- 
jacent States have been arriving through- 
out the night, and are unable to find ac- 
commodation. Weather warm, with un- 
clouded sun. The State House was con- 
stantly visited. At 11 o'clock last night the 
ladies of the Soldiers' Aid Society laid upon 
the coffin a beautiful cross of evergreens 
studded with rare flowers. Other similar 
tokens have been contributed. To-day at 
noon twenty-one guns were fired, and after- 
wards single guns at intervals of ten 
minutes. 

About noon the remains were brought 
from the State House and placed in the 
hearse, which was from St. Louis, and was 
used in the funeral of Hon. Thos. H. Ben- 
ton, Gen. Lyon, and Gov. Gamble. The 
hearse was surmounted by a magnificent 
crown of flowers. Meanwhile a choir of a 
hundred voices, accompanied by a brass 
band, sung the hymn of "Children of the 
Heavenly King,' r from the portico of the 
capitol. The funeral procession was un- 
der the direction of Msj. Gen. Hooker, Mar- 
shall n-Chief, Brig. Gen. Cook and staff, 
and Gen. Oaks and staff. The military and 
the firemen made a fine appearance. The 
guard of honor consisted of General Bur- 
nard, Rear Admiral Davis, Thomas Howe 
Townsend, and Capt. Field and others. 

The relatives and family friends of the 
deceased were in carriages, including 
Judge Davis, of the Supreme Court; oili- 
ciating Clergyman and Bishop Simpson, 
Dr. Gurley and others; Governors of six or 
seven States were in the procession, with 
their officers, and the State and municipal 
authorities of Illinois, and delegations from 
adjoining States. The long line of these 
and other civilians was closed by Free 
Masons, Odd Fellows and citizens at large, 
including colored persons. 

The hearse was lol lowed by the horse 
formerly belonging to Abraham Lincoln. 
Its body was covered with black cloth 
trimmed with silver fringe. There was an 
immense crowd of people in the vicinity of 
the capitol to see the procession as it passed, 
and persons for several miles occupied the 
sidewalks. 

The procession arrived at Oak Ridge at 1 
o'clock. On the left of the vault in which 
the remains of the President and his son 
were deposited, was a platform on which 
singers and an instrumental band unitedly 
joined in the chanting and singing of ap 

Cropriate music, including the burial hymn 
y the deceased President's pastor, the 
Rev. Dr. Gurley.. 

Ou the right was the speakers' stand, ap- 
propriately draped with mourning. A short 
time ago this property, containing eight 
acres and located in the heart of the city, 
was purchased by the citizens, and it was 
designed to render the site additionally 
beautiful and attractive, and to erect a 
monument to the illustrious dead. A vault 
has just been completed for the reception of 
the remains, but owing to the wishes of 
Robert Lincoln the remains were deposited 
in Oak Ridge, nearly two miles from the 
city. The vault at this place is erected at 
the foot of a hill, in a beautiful and newly 
added part of tbe ground, which contains 
forest trees of all varieties. The 
vault has a doric gable, resting on 

Elllars. The main wall being a rustic vault 
i 15 feet high and about tbe same in width, 
with semi-circular wings of bricks project- 
ing from the hillside. The material is lime- 
stone procured at Joliet, HI. Directly in- 
side of the ponderous doors is an iron gra- 
ting. The interior walls are covered with 
black velyet dotted with evergreens. In 
tbe centre of the velvet is a foundation of 
brick capped with a marble slab, on which 
the coffin rests. The front of the vault is 
trimmed with evergreens. The dead march 
was sung as the remains were deposited. 
Thousands of persons had assembled at the 
cemetery before the arrival of the proces- 
sion. The scene was one of solemnly in- 
tense interest, and tbe landscape was truly 
beautiful in the light of an unclouded sun. 

The exercises were singing of a dirge; 
then followed reading of appropriate por- 
tions of scripture and a prayer. After a 
hymn by the choir Rev. Mr. Hubbard read 
the last inaugural of President Lincoln. 
Next a dirge was sung by the choir, when 
Bishop Simpson delivered a funeral ora- 
tion. It was in the highest degree eloquent 
and patriotic. Portions of it were applaud- 
ed. Then followed another hymn, when 
the benediction was pronounced by the 
Rev. Dr. Gurley. The procession was then 
reformed and returned to the city. We 
have followed the remains of the President 
from Washington, the scene of the assassi- 
nation, to Springfield, his former home, 
and now to be his final resting place- 
he had been absent from this city ever since 
he left in February, 1861, for the national 
capital, to be inaugurated President of the 
v luted States — we have seen him lying iu 
state in the Executive mansion, where the 
obsequies were attended by numerous 
mourners, some of them clothed with the 
highest public honors and responsibilities, 
which our public institutions ean bestow in 
diplomatic represenatives of foreign gov- 
ernments. We have followed the remains 
from Washington through Baltimore, Har- 
risburg, Philadelphia, New Albany, Bul- 
falo.t.'le velaud, Columbus, Indianapolis and 
Chicago to Springfield, a circuitous 
distance of 1, Too or 1,800 miles. Along the 
route millions have appeared to manifest 
by every means of which they were capable 
their deep sense of the public loss, and their 
appreciation of tbe many virtues which 
adorned the life of Mr. Lincoln. All class 
es, without distinction of politics or creeds, 
spontaneously united in the posthumous 
honors. All hearts seemed to beat as one 
at the bereavement, and our mournful duly 
of escorting the remains of Abraham Lin- 
coln hither is performed. We have Been 
them deposited in the tomb. WeeptiiK 
friends with subdued and stricken hearts 
have taken their adieu; they turn their 
faces homeward, ever to remember the af- 
fecting and impressive scene which they 
have witnessed. The inj unction so often re- 
peated on the way, "bear him geutly to his 
rest," has been obeyed, and the great heart 
of the nation throbs heavily at the portals 
of the tomb. 



Respect for the Memory of the Late Pre- 
sident—Recruiting of Colored Troupi 
suspended lu Richmond—Order by the 
Secretary of War. 

Washington, May 4.— By order of the 
President all public buildings were closed 
after 12 o'clock to-day out of respect to the 
late President, whose funeral obsequies 
were in progress. The courts also adjourn- 
ed and all the municipal offices were closed. 
Several of our citizens closed their stores, 
and half hour guns were fired the latter 
part of the day, closing with a salute at 
sunset.

We have suffered for several 

under a severe attack of Poetry. It broke 
out simultaneously with the capture of 
Richmond, increased alarmingly with the 
surrender of Lee, and has ever since com- 
pletely overwhelmed one of our most ath- 
letic editors, who ia seriously considering 
the expediency of resigning his chair, and 
accepting a situation as coal-heaver or in 
some other light occupation involving leas 
physical and more intellectual labor than 
is required in readiug five pecks of mana- 
script "poems" per diem. Poetry swarms 
up Ilka the frogs of Egypt, overruns our ta- 
bles, floors and exchange basket. It sa- 
lutes us in every letter, drops from every 
visitor, crawls into our drawers, and bites 
at our files. It appeals to our hardened 
conscience, pleads with our lukewarm pa- 
triotism, explains with the blushing mod- 
esty of conscious genius its merits, and 
demands like a duelist "the apology due 
between gentlemen," for the insult of neg- 
lect. An accurate inventory of the "wind- 
falls" of the past three days discloses forty- 
live poems which open with a particular 
request to 

"Toll, toll, ye mounful bells— 
With saddening cadence toll." 
One hundred and fifteen writers give the 
corresponding direction, 

"Mourn, mourn, ye tolling bells. 

With cadent sadness mourn." 
Far be it from us to intimate that any of 
these poems sre written by persons who 
have not already advanced, in literary style 
and capacity, tar beyoad the plain prose of 
Irving Prescott and* Bancroft. We assure 
them that in all instances the versification 
is more delicate than Tennyson, more sim- 

?le than Goldsmith, more careful than 
ionfellow, and more studied than Bryant. 
None of these ptsssjM, if we should print 
them iust as they are written and spelled, 
would lay us open to an action for libel in 
favor of their authors for holding them up 
for public ridicule and contempt. No such 
thing! We are compelled to say that, 
while in our judgment but half a dozen 
persons in the land are capable of writing a 
good poem on the subjects we have named, 
those persous are not Holmes, Longfellow, 
Bryant, Stoddard, Stedman, and Read, but 
they are our said •■orrespondents, and each 
and every one of them. There is not one 
among them who belongs to the same 
"school of poets" which produced the fol- 
lowing irregular outbreak of genius : 
"When you sea their eyes glisten, 

Then, my men, Fire: 
These were Um last words of A. Jackson, 
Esquire." 

Yet, though they are all written in the 
most exquisite style of poetic art, we beg 
their authors not lo take it to heart if we 
find ourselves compelled to part with poems 
we think exceedingly smart, when we've 
more than enough to till a cart. Let the 
Federal Government open a mart for the 
vending of peanuts and "pomes" by the 
quart, or the "piece," as we now sell a frit- 
ter or tart, so that poetic genius can have a 
fair start, without riding on to its throne 
mid the mart, o'er the pulsating road of an 
editor's heart, so that every step inflicts its 
smart.
